An Egyptian Priestess. 

There has just been placed on exhibition, 
in the mummy room at the Briti-h Museum, 
the mummy of a ledy, one Of the famous 
priesthood of Amen Ra, at Karnak. The 
mummy, which is undobredly one of the finest, 
in the collection, is covered with a cartonnage 
casing, modelled in the form of the body ; the 
face, being a portrait of the deceased, is thick. 
ly overlaid with gold, the eyes and eyebrows 
being inlaid with obsidian. The rest of the 
casing is occupied with representations of the 

addressing prayers to Osiris Anubis 
and the genii of the dead, the whole being 
thickly coated with gold paint. The coffin is, 
like most of its class, made in the shape of a 
mummified body, the sides being ri: hly deeo- 
rated with gilded representativns of the god 
The face on the lid is, like that of the carton: 
nage, 4 portrait of the deceased. The date 
of this interesting addition to the museum 
is about B. C. 1,000.

DR. RUTHERFORD IN CAIRO

CONSTITUTIONAL REFORM LEAGUE 


BANQUET AT SAVOY. 


— — 


Dr. Rutherford MP. vas the principal 
guest at a banquet given by the Constitutional 
Reform League in his honour at the Savoy 
Hotel on Saturday night, when there were 
about eighty members and guests of the league 
present The arrangements had been made on 
a truly magnificent scale ; an excellent dinner 
was served the table centres were a mass of 
tastefully arranged flowers, and a hand station 
ed in an adjoining room played a capital selec- 
tion of music daring dinner. 

Shiekh Aly Youssef was received with lood 
cheers, when, rising at the conclusion of dinner, 
he proposed the health of his Highness the 
Khedive, the toast being celebrated with 
musical honours and amid the acclamations of 
the assemblage The toasts of Shiekh Aly 
Yonssef and of Dr. Rutherford having been 
duly honoured in torn, Shiekh Aly Youssef 
thanked Dr. Rutherford on behalf of the league 
for his presence among them, and for the 
sympathy which be had expressed for their 
canse at the meeting of the previous day, and 


ssid that the active sympathy of both Dr. |; 


Rutherford and Mr. bad been amply 
proved by their speeches in the English House 
of Commons. They could count opon these 
two men, he «aid, as being in favour of reform, 
and these reforms were most u needed 

There was the question of edaca 
the questions of a university, public libraries, 

and numberless others no less pressing, and 

also the all important question of represen- 

tative Government. 

The Government had, be continued, promis 
ed to prepare the way to self Government but 
in spite of all promises it bad continued ina 
policy which was little leas than despotic, and 
«hich made Egypt a dependency of Great 
Britain Speaking of Lord Cromer, Shiekh Aly 
Youssef declared that the policy which be had 
followed of working the country with English 
heads and Egyptian hands had really resulted. 
in the breaking of the hafids which served him 
He urged the enlarging of provincial powers, 
and said that a beginning should be made with 
the Legislative Council, which, with the 
General Assembly, was of immense importance 
to the country 

The leaders remarks were punctuated with 
repeated bursts of cheering which was sustain- 
ed for some moments upon his resuming 
his seat. 

Dr. Rutherford in replying expressed his 
beartful thanks and gratitude for the bonour 
done him in entertaining him at sucha 
splendid banquet and for the far too flattering 
and generous terms in which they had spoken 
of his efforts in Parliament on behalf of Egypt. 
He could assure them that he was constrained 
by a high sense of duty to visit their country 
and that his great desire was to study their 
problems, so that he might be able to render 
good service both to Egypt and to England 
aud thus bring about the happiest relations 
between the two countries. His reception 
by H. H. the Khedive, by Ministers, Advisers, 
officials, and nen officials, by men of all parties 
aud by those who attached themselves to no 
party bad been of the pleasantest and most 
cordis! character, and be should always re- 
member with delight aud joy their exceeding 
kindness. He was struck with the beanty 
avd the benéficence of the Nile with the 
fertility of their „al, with the glory of their 
climate, giving bealth aud bappigess to 
millions with the relics of their ancient civiliza- 
tion, and most of all with the sober, industrious, 
and happy disposition of their people. The 
sun seemed to have entered into the inner 
most recesses of their hearta, bringing a joy 
and a peace that no man could rob them of, 
and that the world would not take away. Of 
course be had seen a good deal to distress hiv. 
as well. The presence of Europeans was not 
an unmixed Messing to Egypt. The attendant 
evils and vices were a mensce to their simple 
life, to their mora! welfare and to their evolo- 
tion in the path of progress. He hoped that 
in imbibing what was best in European 
civilization, they would avoid what was base 
and degrading. Great and | ant reforms 
were urgently needed in education, sanitation, 
land tenure, liceusing, lanacy, the admini-tra- 
tion of justice and in local, municipal pro- 
vincial, and national government. The dis 
cussion of these reforms the speaker reserved 
to the House of Commons. 

It was an infinite pleasure to him to find the 
new spirit of civic and national patriotism 
steadily rising in their midst. Without this 
spirit all their financial progress was as sand in 
the desert, barren and without beauty. Man 
does not live by bread alone, aud the people 
who are content with national prosperity alone 
are of all po ple the most miserable and the 
moat to be pitied on the face of the earth. 
History was strewn with the wrecks of empires 
and nations, which had no bigher ideal: 

With regard to their patriotic aims there- 
fore he was in heaty sympathy. He trusted 
all political parties alike would pursue constitu 
tional and reasoned methods ist advancing 
their just cause.

MRS. EDDY AND CHARITY. 


The announcement made in last week's issue 
of the “Sentinel” that Mra. Eddy purposes foun- 
ding “a Christian Science institution for the 
special benefit of the poor and the general good 
of all mankind,” has heen widely copied by the 
daily press, and as been the subject of favor 
able editorial comment. Much of this comment 
is along the line of that which appeared in The 
Boston Herald of Dec. 24, which was as fo!- 
lows :-— 

The intimation from Mra. Eddy that she in- 
tends to set apart one million dollars for a per 
manent fund with which to relieve poverty and 
extend aid to the needy, is a departure signifi- 
cant as a precedent, as well as commendable in 
itself, The Christian Science sect has been se 
verely criticived for its omission to carry on re 
lief and charitable work under institutional aus- 
pices. Mrs Eddy, with her unchallenged power, 
can alter this, and by implication would seem 
to be willing to do so. 

Alluding to this article in the Herald, Mrs 

Eddy says that about 1878 she opened a Chris 
tian Science Home in Lynn, Mass, in which 
‘indigent students were given their board and 
instruction in Christian Science gratuitously, 
but the miscondict of some of these students 
caused her to close this “Home ” 
" Mrs Eddy has consented that the institation 
which she purposes to found shall bear her na 
me, therefore it will be known as “Mary Baker 
G. Eddy’s Charitable Fund.” Its Board of Direo- 
tors will be located in Boston, the recognised 
headquarters of her church. The church of 
Christ, Scientist, and in plan and scope thi- 
Fund will be an educational opportunity by 
by which iadigent persons will be taught gra- 
tuitonsly the Seience of the Christ healing a- 
practised by Jesus and as m wn to this 
age through “Science and Health with Key to 
the Scriptures,” and the other writings of Mrs 
Eddy. 

The sum of one million dollars will be 
devoted to this sole purpose. Mrs Edily's 


- | benevolence will be open to all those indivi- 


duals who are genuinely interested in Chris- 
tian Science for its truths sake, “and who 
shall present to the Board of Directors of 
the Fund satisfactory certificates as to their 
indigence, their religious views, and their 
moral character. These certificates must bear 
the signature of some well-known Christian 


| Scientist who can vouch for the facts stated 


therein. The students of Christian Science 
will be maintained by this Fund until such 
time as the Board of Directors shall have 
pronounced them good healers of the sick, 
and delivered to them certificates to this effect. 
The beneficiaries of this Fund, and the famili 

of those who have families, are to be supported 
from the income of the Fund, and the number 


| of students and their families to be supported 


will depend upon the amount of this income.

will be some per<ons who are trained and quali 
fied nurses and genuinely interested in Christian 
Science.
